IN GENERAL. 


This has been a year when the library has been in a 
more or less disturbed condition, which has demanded 
much patience on the part of patrons and trustees alike. 
But like many another time of waiting, it has resulted 
in a season of great exultation. By the time this report 
has reached you, the library will be opened in its reno- 
vated building, and the people of Amherst will have had 
opportunity to see how patience has been rewarded. 


THE RENOVATED LIBRARY 


And now the first thing that calls for mention in 
this report is the great changes which Mr. James W. 
Towne of Kast Orange, N. J. has made possible through 
his splendid generosity. In brief, this has been to tear 
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out everything but the walls, to enlarge the building so 
that the stack room is tripled, a historical room con- 
structed, cement cellar put in, the building covered with 
a tile roofing, composite marble floors laid, the building 
furnished throughout in Mexican mahogany, a hot air 
heating plant installed, in fact as complete a library 
plant as can be found anywhere. No money has been 
spared to make this what it is, a beautiful building, one 
which is hardly excelled by any in this section of the 
state, in appropriateness and convenience. ‘The small 
additional appropriation asked by Mr. Towne is as 
nothing, hardly one per cent on his investment, and will 
certainly be given most gladly and gratefully by the 
town. A souvenir booklet setting forth these changes 
and commemorating the re-opening of the library is to be 
issued within a few days. ‘That this building may be a 
great joy and attraction to the people of Amherst is the 
wish of the donor, and we shall surely count this among 
the most valued places of our town.

In a time of transition, and uncertain expenditures, 
such as this has been, the purchases and gifts have been 
comparatively few.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


As tie time has arrived tor my third report I am 
pleased to be able to state that though the daily work of 
our schools plainly shows that they are progressing, the 
past year has been so uneventful with them and the work 
has been done so smoothly that their history will prove 
very uninteresting. 

One important change in our schools was made at 
the village primary. This school had been disturbed by 
sickness and other causes, and at the first of the spring 
term several beginners appeared. It was then found 
that there were so many classes the teacher could not 
give the needed instruction. ‘The school board came to 
our rescue and provided an assistant, who was given the 
first grade for the spring term. 

This proved so satisfactory that this year was start- 
ed with three teachers at the village school, grade 1 and 
2, grades 3, 4 and 5, and grades 6, 7 and 8 in the re- 
spective rooms. 

After the town library was completed and the books 
removed from the school building, the primary pupils 
were placed in the north room on the lower floor, which 
room was provided with new adjustable desks. This is 
at present the best room in the building. ‘The other two 
rooms in use are too large for our classes. .’The black- 
boards and wall maps are too far from pupils. ‘To rem- 
edy this defect I suggest that the rooms be reseated with 
the pupils facing the opposite direction, and that the 
desks be placed closer together, and nearer what would 
then be the front of the room. ‘The rear parts of the 
room could then be used for games or for manual train- 
ing. 

The past year 90 per cent. of our teaching was done 
by normal graduates. During the present term this rec- 
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ord has dropped to 73 per cent., although two other 
teachers have attended normal school at least a year and 
are teachers of some experience, leaving only one teacher 
in town without some training for her work. 

Only two teachers are now in town who were with 
us at the time of my last report. This shows how rapid- 
ly our teaching force changes, and reminds us that we 
cannot relax our etforts for a single month to keep up 
the standard of our schools. 

Good teachers are hard to find, and it would be 
much easier, when the last week of vacation comes and a 
few schools are still without teachers, to make ourselves 
believe that trained teachers could not be found, and 
hire the first girl that applies regardless of training or 
experience. ‘This record indicates what might happen 
to our schools even with one year of service of a school 
board who were not interested in the schools or in sym- 
pathy with their advancement. 

I believe we should make a greater effort to retain 
our best teachers... We run too great a risk if we must 
hire new teachers for every school each year. The past 
year the town received six hundred and forty-six dollars 
from the state for approved teachers. ‘This year we may 
expect about a hundred dollars less. 

The state program of studies is being successfully 
followed by every teacher in town. A few difficulties in 
this respect-are found in districts No. 2, No. 5 and No. 
9. In the rural schools the teachers find difficulty in 
preparing pupils for high school, especially in English. 
Pupils should plan to spend the last one or two years in 
the village school if possible. We are now better pre- 
pared to provide for them at this school since three teach- 
ers have been installed. ‘The present prospect is that 
the village school and Cricket Corner are the only ones 
that will send pupils to high school at the close of this 
year.

We are trying to keep the schools up to a good stan- 
dard and provide them with text books that are up to 
date. One change of text books the past year is worthy, 
of mention. In place of the old text books on physiol- 
ogy and hygiene, that required pupils to study anatomy, 
we have introduced hygiene series which treat of good 
health, pure air, care of eyes, ears, teeth, skin and lungs, 
and cover in a simple manner such topics as: water sup- 
ply, pure milk, tuberculosis and the war against it, ven- 
tilation, antitoxin, rest, and sleep. We _ believe that 
children trained with these books will caution parents 
and others against the use of impure water, will know 
what to do in emergencies, will refuse to sit in poorly 
ventilated public buildings, will know the importance of 
pure air and cleanliness, and will do their part to pro- 
mote public health. If they are thus prepared we can 
afford to omit the former study of anatomy. 3 

I am not given to flattery, for I believe the people 
of a town should know the exact truthin regard to their 
schools. We have a full school year of 36 weeks, with 
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trained teachers. Each teacher is doing well and keep- 
ing her classes up with the state program on an eight- 
grade system. This is more than many towns can say. 
Our teachers do find some difficulty with their classes in 
English, mostly because pupils do not always hear good 
English spoken, and because it takes considerable time 
to train pupils in this subject, more than can sometimes 
be had in a rural school. Music and drawing are two 
subjects in which we are not far advanced, but we are 
improving. One must proceed slowly to teach pupils 
music at school unless they hear music at home. Teach- 
ers are instructed to spend fifteen minutes a day on this 
subject, and some are doing creditable work. Two les- 
sons of thirty minutes each are given in drawing, with 
fair success. 

The School Board have tried to keep the buildings 
in good condition, and have spent about $300 in perma- 
nent repairs. ‘The building at Cricket Corner has not 
received attention, partly because the Board preferred 
that the town should instruct them by their appropria- 
tion as to whether it would be better to make extensive 
repairs or await the erection of a new building. ‘This 
matter should receive definite attention this spring as the 
building is in bad condition. 

New adjustable desks were provided for the new 
primary room. Adjustable desks should be provided 
whenever possible. ‘The old style desks are as harmful 
to children in a rural school as in a village school. When 
adjustable furniture is supplied there need be no empty 
seats, as 1s the case where pupils must be shifted accord- 
ing to the size of desks, thus leaving room for school 
activities. 

This matter may not need immediate attention, but 
at least one school a year might receive attention. Some 
towns have supplied chairs instead of the old fashioned 
seats, having chairs of various heights. This is a good 
plan, as chairs are more comfortable than most school 
seats, even of the modern type. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the liberal 
financial support the schools have received from the 
town the past two years.
